State Attorney Louis Lefkowitz 
announced yesterday he had ob- 
tained the hearing 
State Supreme Court 
John P. Donohue. The justice 
ordered Mitchell, Peter Z. Petril- 
lo Jr., acting city welfare com- 
missioner, and the Newburgh 
City Council to answer why the 
code should not be suspended un- 
til its legality could be deter- 
mined. 

Mitchell, who has challenged 
the state to bring its protests into 
court, did not say what counter 
steps he planned to take. He 
said, however, ““We will obey 
any lawful order.”’

I have heard no Colo- 
rado voice in protest.”

Although Estep advocated a 
case-by-case approach to some 
matters of nuclear liability, he 
said the possibility of injuries 
potentially arising from radia- 
tion “clearly calls for legisla- 
tion.”’ 

Statutes would stabilize the law 
where birth defects might appear 
within nine months and recur for 
several generations, he _ said. 
Statutes of limitations also must 
be revised, he added, to permit

PARIS TALKS MAY 


SET UP WESTERN 


SUMMIT IN FA 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP)— 
A Western foreign ministers 
meeting which opens in Paris at 
the end of this week may lay 
the groundwork for a Western 
summit conference on the Berlin 
crisis in the fall.

Pierre Salinger said yesterday 
that a meeting of President Ken- 
nedy with other allied govern- 
ment chiefs is certainly possible 
before the end of the year, 
though no plans have been 
made. 

etary of State Dean Rusk 
heduled to leave late tomor- 
row night for Paris. He will con- 
fer with French Foreign Minis- 
ter Couve de Murville, Foreign 
secretary Lord Home of Britain 
and Foreign Minister Heinrich 
von Brentano of West Germany 
on diplomatic and military meas- 
ures for meeting the Soviet chal- 
lenge over Berlin. 

Several reasons for a followup 
session of Western chiefs of gov- 
ernment could emerge from the 
Paris talks. The ministers may 
find some problems they cannot 
solve or some problems which 
require top level approval. They 
may also decide that any diplo- | 
matic initiative undertaken by 
the West would be more effec- 
tively launched from a Western 
Summit conference than under 
less dramatic circumstances. 

Bermuda Possible Site. 

There has been some specula- 
tion that the next round of top 
level allied talks might be held 
on this side of the Atlantic, pos- 
sibly at Bermuda. President 
Kennedy met with French Presi- 
dent De Gaulle in Paris and 
British Prime Minister Mac- 
millan in London when he visited 
Furope two months ago 

[here appears to be at least 
some slight increase in hope in 
official quarters here that East- 
West negotiations over the Ber: 
lin demands and threats by So- 
viet Premier Khrushchev will in 
the end provide a peaceful way 
out of the crisis.

The commissary fund consists 
of money raised by sale of inci- 
dentals to patients and of mer- 
chandise made by the patients. 
The fund, which is not consid- 
ered state money, totals several 
thousand dollars, the Governor 
said. ° 

Hendricks’s resignation was 
accepted yesterday by Dr. H. M. 
Hardwicke, acting director of 
the State Division of Health, and 
a temporary replacement was 
named. 

Hendricks had been business 
manager at the hospital, which 
houses about 480 patients, for 
more than 15 years, and was 
described by Dr. Hardwicke as 
an excellent administrator. 

Gov. Dalton to]d reporters the 
alleged irregularities have been 
occurring for several years. He 
refused to state how much 
money was involved or in what 
way the fund allegedly had been 
misused. : 

He said that when the investi- 
gation has been completed, the 
matter would be turned over to 
the proper authorities, ‘“‘depend- 
ing on what it shows.’’

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The Task of Leadership 

Whatever it was that Mr. Khrushchev said 
to Mr. McCloy will come out soon enough. The 
fact that it brought Mr. McCloy hastily home 
for a personal report to the President testifies 
to the importance of the message. That its 
burden was on the hopeful side is suggested 
by Mr. McCloy’s disclosure that the Russians 
have somewhat modified their position on 
disarmament, warranting continued effort to 
agree on a basis for negotiation. ‘There are 
also reports that Mr. Khrushchev, while warn- 
ing that a military buildup can be replied to 
with a military buildup, held the door open 
for negotiation on Berlin 

If talks on Berlin and talks on disarmament 
remain in prospect for the months ahead, 
then, the question is whether the Kennedy 
Administration is prepared, or will get pre- 
pared, to seek hasic solutions for either 
problem 

Amid all the talk of seizing the diplomatic 
initiative there is little evidence that the Ad- 
ministration is developing fresh ideas to seize 
it with. Nobody, least of all Moscow, is like- 
ly to be deeply impressed by a re-run of well- 
worn propaganda themes which have some 
other purpose than reaching settlements. Is 
the Administration doing the necessary think- 
ing and planning for anything else? 

No longer than a year ago, President Ken- 
nedy and other Democrats liked to criticize 
the Eisenhower Administration for being so 
preoccupied with successive crises that its 
leaders found no time for long-range shaping 
of a dynamic foreign policy. There was much 
truthinthe point. Is the Kennedy Administra- 
tion now falling victim to the same disease? 

It is too early for a final judgment. Mr. 
Kennedy has been in office, after all, for lit- 
tle more than six months, and a good deal of 
that time has been filled with successive 
crises, manufactured abroad, which he could 
scarcely avoid. Nevertheless, the point he 
made as an outsider remains good when ap- 
plied to him now on the inside. It is the task 
of leadership to find ways of not being over- 
whelmed by successive crises; to get through 
each “flap” as it occurs, but at the same time 
to look beyondethem and fashion policy for 
the long pull. This is the job Mr. Kennedy 
asked for. 


FEP Into Law 


Gov. Dalton’s signature on the new fair em- 
ployment practices bill is a credit to the Gov- 
ernor and to a long roll call of officials, legis- 
lators and private citizens. Senator T. D. Mc- 
Neal of St. Louis did more than anyone else 
to push the bill in the Legislature yet he had 
much public support and the open help of 
Senate and House leaders of both parties. 
Both houses of the Assembly voted over- 
whelmingly for FEP. The bill is, in sum, real- 
ly a credit to Missouri. 

At the same time, the measure is no more 
than a starting point. . It forbids racial, re- 
ligious and other arbitrary discrimination in 
hiring and working conditions, but only among 
employers with more than 50 employes. Thus 
it is restricted to a few large companies, some 
of which do not practice discrimination or al- 
ready come under the federal fair employ- 
ment contracts program. Nevertheless, these 
relatively few big employers hire 65 per cent 
of the state’s workers and the Missouri Hu- 
man Rights Commission will have considerable 
work to do. 

The state commission must hold hearings 
and attempt conciliation before resorting to 
law enforcement,-so its work will take time. 
After it solves the major problems of dis- 
crimination in Missouri’s largest plants, the 
commission will have every right to ask the 
state to apply the FEP Jaw to smaller ones. 


The Levee District Firings 


The wholesale firings that followed a change 
in control at the East Side Levee District pro- 
vide a laboratory demonstration of what is 
wrong with that agency: the politicians use 
it as a patronage factory, a device to serve 
partisan political ends, not as an arm of local 
government designed to serve a parficular 
public function. The allies of Cenfreville 
Township Supervisor Touchette now are “in” 
and the faction headed by East St. Louis 
Mayor Alvin G. Fields is out, which is to say 
one group of Democratic payrollers has been 
replaced by another. 

What the Levee District ought to have as 
the first step toward its reform is an iron- 
clad system of employment based on tenure 
and merit. This would eliminate quite a few 
political sinecures, but the resulting efficiency 
would permit a lower tax burden and might 
even encourage private manufacturers to lo- 
cate on the East Side, where several thousand 
acres of prime industrial sites lie idle. The 
Levee District is both the symbol and the 
tool of forces that are inhibiting economic 
growth in a vital sector of the metropolitan 
area, and it ought to be the task of Illinois 
civic leadership to work for the changes that 
are so clearly indicated. 


How Necessary Are Bombers? 


The Senate Appropriations Committee, in 
approving a record peacetime defense budget 
of $46,800,000,000, included an extra $753.- 
000,000 for big bombers which President 
Kennedy and his Pentagon advisers had said 
they did not want. 

The Administration had decided against 
further authorizations for big bombers ex- 
cept for $220,000,000 to develop four proto- 
types of the supersonic B-70. Pentagon think- 
ing was that the intercontinental ballistic 
missile and the Polaris-firing submarine 
would be operational in such numbers with- 
in three or four years that there would be 
less need for bombers. The B-70 would not 
be operational in numbers for almost seven 
years. 

Months before the Berlin crisis, the Air 
Force, plane makers and a strong coterie of 
Congressmen rallied to the B-70. Some even 
questioned whether any nuclear- tipped mis- 
sile could be counted on to detonate. So the 
B-70, for which $800,000,000 has been spent 
or allocated although it is only in the blue- 
print stage, seems headed toward becoming 
a weapons system. To produce a fleet of 200 
would require close to eight billion dollars. 

Weighing the time and money required 
against the situations that might exist in 
the future, does the Air Force need the B-70 
and more B-52s and B-58s? If new emphasis 
is to be given to our forces for conventional 
warfare, is it. also necessary to undertake 
such a costly and long-range program to 
bolster our powerful nuclear forces? 

These questions are the vital ones. 


if a quick reply to tne Moscow air snow ot 
strength is wanted, are more bombers the 
quickest and best answer? Would more Polaris 
submarines, more and better interceptors, 
radar and missiles and an improved ICBM 
program be a better reply? The solid-fueled 
Minuteman missile is due to become opera- 
tional next year. Vastly more efficient than 
the liquid-fueled missiles and capable of mo- 
bility, the Minuteman also should be years 
ahead of any long-range bomber program. 
What is needed for defense must be spent 
but the question of just what is needed does 
not appear to be settled when Congress and 
the White House have such divergent views. 


A Look at Health Groups 


When sentiment goes hand in hand with 
inefficiency, criticism is difficult. It is none- 
theless necessary. So the report on voluntary 
health groups, financed by the Rockefeller 
Foundation, is fully justified. 

Based on a two-year survey, it demonstrates 
what has been long suspected: the competition 
for the $1,500,000,000 contributed each year 
by Americans for special kinds of medical re- 
search and care is bitter and wasteful. Thus 
100,000 voluntary agencies provided in 1958 
only 6 per cent of the money for medical re- 
search compared with 47 per cent provided 
by the Government. And there is reason to 
believe that the disparity is becoming more 
serious. 

Behind this inefficiency are such factors 
as a ‘predominant desire for self-aggrandize- 
ment and self-perpetuation,”’ an ‘antiquated, 
patched-up and often self-centered” activity 
which rests on old laurels, fails to keep the 
public informed, and sometimes deceives it as 
to what actually is being done with its money. 

The authority of the Rockefeller report is 
enhanced because two of those who prepared 
it—Arthur S. Flemming and Marion B. Fol- 
som—formerly held the position of Secretary 
of Health, Education and Welfare. They and 
their associates recommend appointment of 
a national commission to co-ordinate the plan- 
ning of voluntary agencies, and they also want 
the agencies to develop a system’of uniform 
accounting and financial reporting.. This is 
the least required to offset decline in publie 
confidence and diminishing capacity. 

The Post-Dispatch on several occasions sug- 
gested a single, united fund-raising effort on 
behalf of medical aid and research. Under the 
direction of disinterested and competent ex- 
perts, money then could be allocated where it 
is most needed and where it promises to do 
the most good. And the public would be 
spared the rather undignified spectacle of, 
say, the friends of heart sufferers competing 
for money with, say, the victims of muscular 
dystrophy. Common sense could do much for 
the financial support of the war against pain 
and disease. 


French-Tunisian Face-Saving 

At least one concern will be lifted from the 
world’s worried mind if Gov. Adlai Steven- 
sons good offices result in direct French- 
Tunisian discussion of the Bizerte question. 
Our U.N. ambassador has been in Paris trying 
to bring about such negotiations while African 
and Asian representatives have been working 
in New York to bring the issue before the 
U.N. Assembly. 

In proposing direct talks, Stevenson is not 
dawn-grading the importance of the U.N. He 
simply is suggesting that both De Gaulle and 
Bourguiba can save face by making it un- 
necessary to have their ‘dirty linen washed 
in public” by others, including some who may 
be more interested in exploiting the affair 
than in settling it. No doubt, he also is try- 
ing to show Bourguiba that the United States 
is not uninterested. 

Since the French profess to have been eager 
for negotiations with the Tunisians from the 
outset, and since De Gaulle lacks confidence 
in the U.N., he should find the Stevenson 
proposal acceptable. With the Algerian war 
still on his hands, he should not want pro- 
tracted difficulties with Tunisia—especially 
with the risk of turning the former French 
colonies south of the Sahara against France 
and, to a degree, against the West in general. 

It seems time for Paris to recognize that 
even legitimate French interests in Africa 
cannot be maintained by military means, or 
on unilaterally dictated terms. On the other 
hand, the new African states can profit by 
close association with France. This indeed 
was Bourguiba’s policy before the Bizerte 
flare-up. The sooner France stops the North 
African war and begins to approach the Afri- 
cans as sovereign, the better. French stub- 
borness evokes African stubborness, and vice 
versa. 


27 to 4 for Aid 


While it is not yet a shoo-in, prospects for 
adoption of President Kennedy’s foreign aid 
bill were considerably enhanced when the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee recom- 
mended it by the reassuring vote of 27 to 4. 
As it stands, the measure contains the Presi- 
dent's five-year loan proposal. And of this 
Representative Thomas E. Morgan, the com- 
mittee chairman, said: “We will accept no 
compromise this time. The five-year plan is 
absolutely essential.” 

There can be many a set-back between com- 
mittee approval and a final vote on the floor. 
Still, since the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee approved a substantially similar bill— 
and with equal emphasis on long-term loans— 
it does seem that the opposition no longer is 
as potent as it is strident. 

Undoubtedly, the Berlin situation, which 
evoked overwhelming congressional support 
for military measures, also has convinced 
most of the men on Capitol Hill of the con- 
tinuing importance of foreign aid. Also influ- 
ential has been the argument that Congress 
has approved long-term borrowing authority 
for other federal activities, and the fact that 
this does not mean a surrender of “the power 
of the purse.” Since the Administration 
would have to report to Congress periodically, 
it would always be possible to amend—or even 
to repeal—the five-year credit authority. 

There is admittedly a great deal of re- 
sistance to foreign aid, and there have been 
admitted failures in the past. But. Con- 
gress cannot afford to overlook the basic fact 
that President Kennedy is proposing a new 
program designed to overcome past shortcom- 
ings. It is precisely to make foreign aid more 
effective that long-term. planning is vitally 
needed. The wasteful, year-at-a-time, stop- 
and-go pattern of the past is no longer ade- 
quate; and we still need, as a matter of hu- 
manitarian responsibility as well as national 
interest,to help the underdéveloped countries 
improve their lot in freedom,

The 
request for such a guarantee came 
from Moscow. 

Our own request, namely to be al- 
lowed complete political freedom of 
thought not bound by a strict ideologi- 
cal neutrality, was strongly supported 
by the Western powers, and was ac- 
cepted by the Soviet Union. This wish 
of the Austrian people was accepted 
unconditionally. 

On this basis, the Austrian State 
Treaty—to which your two countries 
are signatories—was signed. On this 
basis full freedom was restored to 
Austria and on this basis, too, Austra 
was able— we believe —to make her 
contribution, towards closer and better 
understanding between nations and to- 
wards the maintenance of world peace. 

We are indeed fully aware that our

THE FUTILITARIAN SOCIETY, by 
William J. Newman. (Braziller, 412 
pas., $6.) 


Professor Newman, who teaches gov- 
ernment at Boston University, has writ- 
ten this critique of the ‘‘new conserva- 
tism’’ in order to convince liberals 
that conservatism is still a menace. 
Some liberals have argued that there 
is no real conservatism left in Ameri- 
ca, if there ever was. Louis Hartz in 
“The Liberal Tradition in America” 
has maintained that all Americans are, 
in the nature of things, ideological de- 
scendants of John Locke. But Hartz 
himself, according to Newman, is mere- 
ly a victim of the ‘‘conservative mood”’ 
that has swept.over the country. 


He sketches the term ‘‘conservative”’ 
to include not only Russell Kirk, Peter 
Viereck and Clinton Rossiter but peo- 
ple like Hartz and Walter Lippmann. 
Many liberals regard Lippmann as 
something of a saint. But for Newman 
he is a conservative, because he dis- 
trusts “‘the people.”’

seek to export a political solution which 
has proved suitable to our own country 
and needs. 

But the fact remains that the Aus- 
trian solution is one of the very few— 
and indeed perhaps the only one with- 
out a flaw—which has been brought 
about by East-West co-operation with- 
out incurring any advantage to the one 
side or the other, and yet giving free- 
dom, peace and happiness to a people 
and their country. 


For certain of the world’s problems, 
therefore, the Austrian solution could 
surely be a shining example. For— 
on the one hand—it takes into account 
the security interests of the major 
powers, without—on the other hand— 
condemning the country or people con- 
cerned to living in an _ ideological 
strait-jacket. 

It need hardly be stressed that if 
your meeting in Vienna proves to be 
a first move toward an agreement on 
world-wide problems, such as the ces- 
sation of atomic bomb tests, and a total 
but controlled disarmament, this will 
be warmly welcomed by us Austrians 
and all the peoples of the world. We, 
and the whole world, would be more 
than happy if you succeed in finding 
the basis for a solution to such delicate 
problems, as the Berlin question and a 
re-united Germany. 

You will therefore understand that 
we Austrians earnestly hope that your 
meeting in Vienna will bring about the 
promise of lasting peace and freedom. 
Contrary to the ‘‘spirit of Geneva” or 
“Camp David,” the spirit of Vienna 
need not be created by your meeting in 
this city. It is a spirit which you will 
find already there. For hundreds of 
years this spirit of understanding be- 
tween peoples, tolerance, mutual re- 
spect, and above all, of peace, has 
lived in Vienna. And, in terms of East- 
West understanding in the postwar

Here in Vienna, a atv divided into 
five parts, and the capital of a country 
partitioned into four zones of military 
occupation, it was nevertheless possible 
to wield together a single nation with 
a central government—and we believe 
that the spirit of Vienna played no 
small part in this achievement. Here 
in Vienna it proved possible for the 
Russians, Americans, British and 
French to uphold a united military 
occupation, whose military police went 
about their duties together ‘‘four in a 
jeep,’’ and this co-operation was not 
once marred through an incident, such 
as was the case in Korea. It was here 
in Vienna that the foreign ministers of 
the Four Powers met in 1955 and, in 
complete and cordial agreement, 
signed the Austrian State Treaty, 

We sincerly hope that at your meet- 
ing in our city you will be successful 
in getting closer to a solution which 
will bring about ‘a real understanding 
between peoples, a true relaxation of 
international tension which will serve 
world peace—and by no means last— 
the cause of freedom. 

For on this one point, not only all 
Austrians but all the peoples of the 
world are agreed: peace without free- 
dom, a peace won at the cost Of a 
nation, or even the citizens of a single 
town, is in fact no real peace at all. 
No one who is forced to sacrifice per- 
sonal or governmental! freedom really 
lives in peace. Shackled with an im- 
posed regime there is always an inner 
state of war, even without hostilines 

In your hands, Mr. President, and in 
yours, Mr. Chairman, lies the fate of 
the world. We Austrians wish you, in 
the name of the whole world, the verv 
best success for your momentous 
meeting.

MRS. P. R. C. SAYS her boy of 20 months is still eating

oifer other foods he gags or gets very angry. 

‘‘My doctor advised me to take all food away and starve 
him into eating adult-type foods.

There is nothing hard or crisp about -soft-boiled 
egg, so he does accept foods he likes despite their 
textures.

SUCCESS HASN'T SPOILED 


Jill Corey. 


She’s still the same warm, un- 


affected young woman who came 


out of a Pennsylvania coal min- 
ing town a few years back to 
find fame overnight as a singer 
on television. 

One of the stars of this week’s 
Municipal Opera production, 
“Wish You Were Here,” Jill 
talked of the busy years she has 
had since her life took a Cinde- 
rella turn back in 1953. 


Now a veteran in the fields of 
recording, television, radio, mo- 
tion pictures and summer stock, 
she has set some sort of a record 
for versatility. Having made her 
mark as a song stylist, she is 
now becoming well known as a 
dramatic actress. 

“I'll never give up singing,”’ 
Ji says, ‘‘but I think my future 
lies in acting. I like the chal- 
lenge of a dramatic role.” 

The former Norma Jean Spe- 
ranza, daughter of a coal miner, 
Jill was singing for $6 a night 
with a small-time dance band 
in out-of-the-way Pennsylvania 
towns when she was discovered. 
Today her earnings are in the 
six-figure bracket. 

Jill grew up in the little town 
of Avonmore, Pa., (pop. 1367) 
youngest of five children. Her 
mother died when she was 4 
years old but the family only 
drew more closely together. 
While Jill’s father and brothers 
worked in the coal mines her 
oldest sister, Alice, tended to the 
family needs and encouraged the 
young singer. 

When Jill reached 17, she was 
allowed to make a 40-mile trip 
to Pittsburgh with the band. The 
manager of a radio station heard 
her warm, eager young voice and 
arranged to tape one of her num- 
bers. The record was given to a 
Columbia Records distributor, 
who in turn sent it to Mitch 
Miller, Columbia’s director of 
popular artists. Miller listened 
and wired Norma Jean, as she 
was then still known, to fly to 
New York for a personal audi- 
tion. She did and immediately 
was signed to a recording con- 
tract with Columbia. She was 
given an audition by Dave Garro- 
way, who had an NBC-TV night- 
time show at the time. 


“Just before I came out here 
to St. Louis I was visiting back 
home,” Jill related. “‘Things are 
looking up for the Speranza fam- 
ily. My father is retired but we 
have a coal company of our own 
now. It’s called the Corey Coal 
Co. My brothers are operating it 
and it looks like it is going to do 
well.”’ 

From Jill’s Cinderella start in 
show business, first as a regular 
on the Garroway program, fol- 
lowed by a starring stint on 
“Your Hit Parade,’ she pro- 
gressed rapidly. While on ‘‘Hit 
Parade” she was chosen by Ed- 
ward R. Murrow for the Person- 
To-Person treatment. She was in 
demand for guest spots on all the 
big programs such as the Eddie 
Fisher, Steve Allen and Ed Sulli- 
van shows. 

She made a motion picture, 
“Senior Prom,” and then began 
a circuit of the big night clubs 
around the country in cities from 
New York to Juarez, Mexico. 
She was the youngest girl vocal- 
ist ever to headline a Copacabana 
show in New York and packed 


that famous night club for three 
weeks.

Big Shortage of Piano Tuners 


By Joe Lewis 


LOS ANGELES, 
Aug. 2 (AP)— 

ALTHOUGH NO ONE is seek- 
ing federal aid, or checking to 
see how many Russia is turning 
out, this nation is confronted 
with a serious shortage—of piano 
tuners. 

The Piano Technicians Guild, 
Inc., which is to tuners what the 
AMA is to doctors, reports: 

We have only about 4000 fully 
qualified tuners for 12,000,000 pi- 
anos—and, heavens to Liberace, 
about 60 to 70 per cent are un- 
tuned. 

When a tuner thinks of mil- 
hons of pianos, gathering dust 
and moths, souring the air with 
clinkers, he feels like a mission- 
ary in a jungle infested with un- 
washed, unfriendly unbelievers. 

The guild, which held a four- 
day convention here, says that 
without more tusers we'll all 
wake up some day with tin ears 
from tinny pianos. 

The profession—which takes 
years to learn and has top pay 
of about $10,000 a year—just 
isn’t attracting new blood. 

Allan E. Pollard, the guild’s 
executive secretary, can't under- 
stand why. 

“No one, exc or 


~t a doctor 


a minister, is closer to a family 
than a tuner—if he’s the maa 
he’s supposed to be,”’ Pollard 
said. 


Noticing a skeptical gleam in 
his listener’s eye, Pollard, a 
courtly type from Houston, Tex., 
with 51 years’ tuning expert- 
ence, admonished: 


“This is a serious business. 
A tinny piano puts a family 
on edge. A good tuner is a 
friend of the family. I’ve 
been consulted by mothers 
worried about daughters for- 
getting piano playing to go out 
with boys. Music is impértant 
to the nation, and good tuners 
encourage good music, Hos- 
pitals use music to cure peo- 
ple. And it’s hard to send peo- 
ple off to war without good 
martial music.”
